UPCAP — the Upper Penin­ 
sula Committee on Area Pro­ 
gress 
will be observing its 
fifth anniversary in next Mon­ 
day’s meeting and the program 
and especially the luncheon ar­ 
rangements will mark the an­ 
niversary. 


Snyder Wai Founder 


Tiie agency was created in 
Escanaba under the sponsorship 
of Michigan State University 
with Abram SnyCter, its com­ 
munity development specialist 
in the Upper Peninsula, as 
technical aide. He became the 
first secretary of UPCAP. 


Fourteen of the 15 Upper Pen­ 
insula counties joined to form 
UPCAP, with Marquette ab­ 
staining. The couniy boards of 
supervisors put only a modest 
amount of cash into UPCAP— 
but they also gave the services 
of their delegates, paying them 
for attending its general meet­ 
ings and committee meetings. 


It was hoped that a founda­ 
tion 
might 
become

to more activity in the U.P. 
The somewhat reverse order of 
serving the U.P. ends of slate, 
and especially federal programs 
of economic development, de­ 
veloped later with award of the 
first $127,000 grant by the Area 
Redevelopment Administration 
(succeeded by the Economic 
Development Administration) 
to UPCAP to employ Robert 
Nathan Associates, Inc., for a

Mystery Kidney 
Disease Hits In 
Rural Balkans 


B E L G R A D E , Yugoslavia 
;AP^ — Twenty-five per cent ci 
the rural population of Yugo- 
.^lavia, Romania and Bulgaria 
suffers from a mysterious kid­ 
ney disease. Its cause Is still 
unknown after four years d re­ 
search directed by a prominent 
American doctor. 


Despite its wkle spread in 
these three countries, 
mala­ 
dy is endemic — almost un- 
known in any other region. 


It strikes the young — teen­ 
agers or even children under 10. 
Hut its origin is difficult to trace 
because the symptoms usually 
do not appear for almost 10 
years. As the disease develops, 
the sufferers become anemic 
and are greatly weakened. In its 
advanced stages, the disease 
often is fatal. 


The illness, called only en­ 
demic nephropathy — regional 
kidney disease — has existed 
for many years. It has become 
grave in the past decade. 


A careful study of the malady 
was started four years ago at 
research center set up in a hos­ 
pital of the Bosnian town of Bi- 
jcljina under Dr. Philip W. Hall 
of the Cleveland •Ohio> Metr<K 
politan General Hospital.

Germany Is Changing 


The choice by the Christian Democratic Party in 
West Germany of Kurt Georg Kiesinger, a former 
Nazi, for chancellor of Gemiany to succeed Ludwig Er­ 
hard, and tlie strength of the neo-Nazi National Demo­ 
cratic Party in two recent state elections in West Ger­ 
many has raised some eyebiw s in America. 


Is Naziism resurgent in West Gemiany? 
Not necessarily. 
But things are stirring in West Germany and its 
long support of United States foreign policy is under­ 
going change. This is inevitable. The United States* 
concern is about the implication of the changes. After 
two world wars in which the world battled first 
Kaiserism and then Naziism, the United States rega^s 
with proper apprehension any indication that a politi­ 
cal trend in Gemiany is creating a situation that could 
bring on World War III.

After the long rule of Konrad Adenauer in Ger­ 
many, his successor, Ludwig Erhai*d, a chief ai-chitect 
of West Gemiany’s economic i*ecovery after World 
War II, could not keep control of tlie government His 
own Christian Democratic Party was anxious to dnmp 
him in the squabbling of its leaders for personal power, 
but they couldn’t agree on t successor and a coalition 
government impends. 


Tliere is no prospect that, whatever the resolu­ 
tion of West 
Germany’s governmental crisis, it 
will keep the strong tJ.S. orientation that has prevail­ 
ed under the Adenauer and Erhard governments. 


Bonn in this period has had no official contact with 
Communist East Germany, a satellite of Soviet Russia, 
and no diplomatic i*elations with any county that 
recognized East Germany. It has taken a position of no 
trafficking with Soviet Russia until East Germany and 
West Germany are reunited. Russia holds the key to this 
situation, having held East Germany since it occupied it 
in World War II.

Nino Green is not much im­ 
pressed with Washington’s abil­ 
ity to prescribe for remedy of 
Iccal conditions of need, but 
beliovet that the basic concept 
of the War on Poverty legal aid 
program is sound.

Local Problems

don’t think Washington is in 
the beat position to know what 
the basic legal problems of the 
poor people of the Upper Pen- 


iiisula are. Tlie local bar and 
local government arc in the 
best position to find solutions. 
W.v-hington is urban oriented 
and rural differences are great. 


‘ I’d like to see the day when 
federal assistant would be min­ 
imized and local government 
VvMjuld assume the chief re­ 
sponsibility. I'd want the local 
attorney to be a practitioner 
and not an administrator. This 
increases the likelihood that the 
serviee will fit local needs.
